There is nothing 
serious and no possibility of serious 
consequences. 


Public opinion throughout the Unit- 


ed States will approve the act of the 
coast guard vessel. The schooner Iraa- 
lone had a notorious reputation as a, 
rumrunner, and was also suspected of 
smuggling aliens into this country. 
She was given due notice that she 
would be sunk unless she stood by and 
consented to search, which our coast- 
guard had a perfect right to make pro- 
vided she was in American jurisdic* 
tion. This the Imalone refused to do 
and was accordingly sunk. 
Her. at- 


tempt to escape was pretty conclusive 
evidence of guilt. We are bothered 9, 
great deal by these, rumrunners and 
smugglers, and*it is-right that the gov- 
ernment protect* itself against them. 
Public-opinion will support all aggres- 
sive measures in this direction; in fact, 
it would like to see them more aggres- 
sive. 


Whatever 
international questions 


are involved in the incident will be 
amicably disposed of by the" state de- 
partment and the foreign office at Lon- 
don. Any thought of friction between 
the two countries is absurd.

Last year, it is estimated, there 
was $30,000,000 spent in this country 
on music, of which $11,000,000 was 
contributed directly by broadcasting 
companies.

THE DEFEAT OF 
TUBERCULOSIS 


The time has arrived, writes Dr. 


Louis I. Dublin in the April Harper's 
Magazine, when we may look jorvvar'd 
to the virtual elimination of tubercu- 
losis as a major problem in public 
health. 


Dr. Dublin quotes figures to support 


his view. In 1900 the death rate from 
tuberculosis in the registration states 
of America was 195 per 100,000 of pop- 
ulation. By 1910 it had dropped to 164, 
and by 1926 it was down to 84. 


More striking yet, he points out, the 


rate is diminishing at an ever faster 
rate. The dreaded "white plague'' is 
slowly being brought under control, 
and that fact represents one of the 
major accomplishments of the twen- 
tieth ccnturv.

frontier is entirely gone from modem 
America. It still survives.

FLORIDA'S DISCOVERY 


March 26. 1513. is the date on which Ponce de 


Leon first set foot on Florida and claimed the 
peninsula for Spam. 


This Spanish cavalier, who was governor of 


Puerto Rico, has been immortalized in history 
as the man who tried to find the "pot of gold 
at the end of the rainbow." During his governor- 
ship, vague traditions of West Indian natives 
told of a magic fountain in a country to the 
north, whose waters restored tho bloom of youth 
to the aged. Fired by these stories, the cavalier 
decided to discover it. 


Ho resigned his secure position and set sail

her by her father, Chief Ernest Osh- 
kosh, and her grandfather, Neopit 
Oshkosh.

tales her parents 


have toid her. Appearing: before au- 
diences frightens her "not at all,-and 
she excels in debate work. 


As a.rule, she is a lively twentieth 


century school girl, but when occa- 
sion demands her 
stateliness and 


dignity reminds one that she is the 
great grand daughter of Chief Osh- 
kosh and that her mother, who is 
part English, is the granddaughter 
of Little Wolf, the farnous leader's 
war chief. However, the fact that 
some day she might become a tribal 
ruler never colored her attitude to- 
ward her schoolmates, and she gave 
and accepted friendship as any other 
purebred American girl.

"My people need me, and I shall

take part in the councils .which de- 
cide vitally important problems from 
time to time.

The advice of an Oshkosh has 
always been respected. 


"At present, we have no. authori-

equality with our white neigh- 


>ors. I believe that our land should 
bo allotted to us so that each of us 
will own the farm that he and his 
ancestors have 
cleared, and I feel 


hat the tribal funds in Washington 
should be distributed among us." 


The chieftanship 
of 
her 
tribe 


comes to Princess Alice through the 
wish of her grandfather, Neopit Osh- 
kosh who expressed his desire to her 
'ather. Ernest saying that she was 
he only one of the family in whom 
>e would have confidence in case 
of her father's death. It is a tribal 
custom that the chief can choose the 
member of his family upon which 
he leadership is to descend. 
It has ever before happened that 


he chief died leaving no male heirs 
so that the Menominees never have

Board, a condition did arise wherein

I suppose I am no different 
from 


the average- sailor who, when he 
has a home he loves it, and wants 
to spend as much of his time en- 
joying it. 


.Mrs. Fried anf myself have not 


been blessed with children, but we 
both love little tots 
dearly. 
One 


of the greatest pleasures 1 get on 
shipboard is seeing that Uio chil- 
dren traveling 
as passengers 
do 


not get lonesome nor are neglected 
in the way of entertainment. So 
times a youngster 
is sent across 


the ocean alone, and frequently ib 
left in the care of the captain. In 
cases like these, I always assign 
some stewardess to take care of 
the child and whenever possible I 
have it in my room and let it play 
to its heart's content.

himself, through letter, to the rural 
school teachers of the county In an 
effort to enlist their aid In contem- 
plated 4-H club Trork. 


Mr. Sell announced that he in* 


tends to make a regular feature of 
his work that of aiding teachers in 
their agricultural instruction 'class- 
es by sending frequent bulletins and 
holding demonstrations and in other 
manners. 


The promotion and enlargement of 


4-H club work, Mr. Sell says, is one 
of the flrst Jobs assigned him by the 
county agricultural committee and 
A. G. Meating, county superintend- 
ent of schools, will cooperate in- the 
work. 


To begin the drive Mr. Sell peti- 


tions the teachers to bring the at- 
tention of the young folks in their 
schools and community to the op- 
portunities for self-development in 
4-H club work. 
After talking the 


matter over with pupils, Mr. Sell 
suggests that the teachers send him 
a list of the names and addresses of 
the students interested. He has sent 
to each teacher a blank for return- 
ing the name of prospective club 
members and also for suggesting a 
prospective club leader.- - 


STUPY PLAY TOGETHER 


Four-H clubs, Mr. Sell points out, 


are groups of boys and girls organ- 
ized with their own officers, consti- 
tution and by-laws. 
They meet, 


study and play together under the 
guidance of an adult leader. Every. 
member raises" one or more calves 
as well as possible and tries to show 
others how he does it. 


In case there was a 4-H club in a 


community last year, Mr. Sell asks 
the teacher to cooperate with 
the 


leader in an attempt to build up the 
membership. 


The purposes of 4-H clubs are as 


follows, according to Mr. Sell: 


To interest boys and girls in farm, 


home and community problems. 


To teach them the best known 


methods of calf raising. 


To assist them 
to demonstrate 


these methods 
to their neighbors 


with the aim of inducing more peo- 
plo to 'raise better calves. 


To assist the home and school- to 


develop • ambition, 
self-reliance, de- 


pendability', resourcefulness. Integ- 
rity and all that makes for the 
highest type of American citizen- 
ship. 


Rules governing calf chibs follow: 
Any boy or girl 10 to 20 years of 


age inclusive, may Join a club by 
agreeing- to undertake the raising of 
one or more good calves; keep a rec- 
ord of feed costs, time, etc., devoted 
to the project; write a short story 
or make a. project book on the work; 
make an exhibitat the county school 
or local • fair; hand in it balanced 
record book and story by Oct. I. 


DEFINES SENIOR CALF 


A senior calf, or one born between 


Aug. 1, 1928, and Feb. 1, 1929, must 
bo cared for by th£ jnember for at 
least five months and should not be 
over 14 weeks old when the project 
is started. 
. „ 


A Junior calf, or one born after 


Feb. 1, 1929, must be cared for by 
the member for at least three months 
and should be over eight weeks old 
when the)1 project begins. 


The calf should be the property 


of the club member, but whether 
acquired by gift or 'purchase, 
it 


does .not matter. 
The important 


thing is ownership. 
It, encourages 


responsibility by tlie " member for 
the calf and gives much more satis- 
faction than Just dad's calf. 


Either grade or pure bred calves 


may be used.

Innovations have been made 
in 


planters now on the market. Three 
row corn planters are built as at- 
tachments for tractors and arc op- 
erated from tho tractor seat. Four 
and six-row corn and cotton plant- 
ers are used as a single unit. 


One way to insure a. uniform sup- 


up of mSlk throughout the year Is 
to have a larger proportion of cows 
freshen in the fall and early win- 
ter. This stimulates production of 
milk when the price normally is 
Higher, and permits sufficient produc- 
tion in summer when cows are on 
pasture. A large surplus of milk in 
summer results not only in mucli 
tower prices for milk and butter- 
fat during that season, but also in 
reduced returns for the y*ar.

Live In "Apartments" 


Calves at- the New Jersey agricultural experiment station spend the 


first tvco months of their lives in a box, segregated from other calves 
and older livestock from which they contract diseases. 


New Brunswick, X J. -OR— It is 


no use for a calf at the New Jer- 
sey agricultural experiment station 
to try to be a "reg'lar feller." Ho 
has to be a little Lord Fauntleroy 
and live in a 
packing 
box—"an 


apartment," the college professors 
call it. 
The whole thing started last year 


when young stock contracted para- 
sites'and diseases by running around 
loose in the barn. Dairymen decid- 
ed young calves didn't need exer- 
cise half as much as they needed 
sanitation, and 22 newcomers at the 
station cattle barn were put m in- 
dividual boxes obtained from dry 
goods stores. 


They were taken from their moth- 


ers when when from two to four 
days of age and kept there until six 


weeks or two months old. The boxes, 
four feet long, three feet wide and 
deep enough to keep the calves from 
jumping out, wero placed in rowsi 
just far enough apart to keep the 
Calves from touching each other. 


Prof. J. "W. Bartlctt, dairy hus- 


bandman, says that when the calves 
ran together they develoed distem- 
per about the end of the second 
week. Tho disease usually was not 
fatal, but very often many contract- 
ed calf pneumonia. Since the "apart- 
ment house' idea has 
been 
used 


there have been only two cases of 
distemper. AVhen removed from the 
boxes the calves thrived in commun- 
ity pens, where originally every calf 
cither had distemper or died.

A ton litter contest for-the North- 


eastern "Wisconsin Fair, in which 
any hos breeder in Brown-co or ad- 
jacent counties is eligible to enter 
one litter, is announced by County 
Agent J. N. Kavanaugh. The cash 
awards arc: First, $40; second, $30; 
and third. $20. 


Some 'of the entry conditions are: 


(1) The litter must be sired by a 
registered boar. (8). Litters farrowed 
between Feb. 1 and July 1 are eli- 
gible for entry. (3) Litters must be 
nominated and ear marked within 
10 days after date of farrowing-. (4) 
The owner shall nominate the litter 
on special cards provided for this 
purpose, showing the ear marks, 
date of farrowing, and number of 
boar and sow pigs in the litter. (5) 
The nomination cards shall be made 
in duplicate and sent to J. N. Kav- 
anaugh. Green Bay, Wisconsin. 


(6) The litters shall be inspected 


and markings verified as soon ' as 
possible by the county agent, or in 
counties where there is no agent, by 
a party to be appointed by Mr. Kav- 
anaugh. (T) The inspection of litters 
must be completed by July 15. 1029. 
(8) Pigs fo the litter raised by hand 
or on other sows cannot be included 
in the final weight of the litter. (0) 
Owners are asked to keep a memor- 
andum of the rations fed to 
sows 


during the gestation and 
sucking 


periods and a memorandum of the 
rations fed to the pigs from weaning 
time to six months. 
, 


(10) The litters shall be weighed on 


the farm on August 20, 1029. If this 
le not possible, they may be weighed 
within three days preceding, or fol- 
lowing that day, and the weight at 
180 days will be figured by the slid- 
ing scale. (11) The litter shall b.e 
weighed by tho county ascnt or by a 
committee of two or more disinter- 
ested persons selected by the county 
agent Or in counties without agents, 
by a committee appointed by Mr. 
Kavanaugh.

The 4-H club was selected by Her- 


bert Tubbs in 1924 for his children, 
John, Frank, Fay and Joyce, and the 
children chose calves for their pro- 
jects. The suggestion came to Mr. 
Tubbs from William Radinz. a cow 
tester, who in 1021 began organizing 
the boys and girls in his cow testing 
district about

clubs, and supervising tho

the members. 


Mr. Tubbs. however, carried the 


Radinz plan a step farther and 
informed his -sons, John and Frank, 
that they might select tho two best 
cows in his herd, and \\hen the time 
came each boy might have the calf 
of the cow he selected as his own pro- 
perty, to raise, and to exhibit at the 
fairs In competition. Ho 
promised 


tho boys that they might raise the 
offspring of these calves to 
show- 


likewise at fairs, and that when they 
were ready to to go to college, ho 
would buy their cows, heifers and 
calves from them and that 'they 
might use the money to 
pay the 


costs of their education.

Although Oswald Schneider, route 


1, Is not overjoyed with his emer- 
gency hay crop of Sudan.grass anil 
often shook his head when descrlb 
Ing hi"? experience with the new kind 
of food, he says that under similar 
conditions, ho may 
try 
tho crop 


again. 


Whatever trouble he had with hla 


Sudan grass was not due to a thin 
.stand, short growth 
nor to' bad 


weather at 
haying time. On the 


contrary, tho yield was exceedingly 
heavy and tho haying weather was 
perfect during tho harvesting of the 
crop. But despite the favorable con 
ditions of weather and 
growth, It 


was impossible in a wcek'rt tlino to 
euro the Sudan grass sufficiently to 
prevent mold in tho mow. 


In case of a second trial of Sudan 


grass, Mr. Schneider will sow his 
seed considerably thicker 
in 
the 


hope of producing a liner stalk and 
hart eating the crop before the stalks 
get as rank and woody aa they did 
la.st fall. 


The loss of ten acres of alfalfa by 


winterkilling induced Mr. Schneider 
to plant five acres of tho field In the 
spring with Sugan grass and 
the 


other five acres with cqj-n. He says 
lie got more feed from the corn than 
from tho Sudan gross, and better 
feed becauso some 
of 
the 
Sudan 


grass molded in the mow. 


Ho now has three acres of 
old 


alfalfa seeding and 14 acres of now 
seeding. 
Both stands were green 


and showed signs of vigorous growth 
and greut promise on March 21. 
Nothing but hard freezing and thaw- 
Ing can injure the stands from this 
time on.
